Collyrium 


This word achieved its current 
meaning in a round-about way. 
Originally. the term was derived 
from the Greek word kollurion, 
which designated a vaginal sup- 
pository. It was used in this sense 
by Hippocrates in his treatise on 
“Diseases of Women.” 

Gradually, the ancient kollurion 
came to be made in the form of a 
solid mass or stick. Pieces of these 
sticks were broken off and made 
into a paste with oil or water. 
Eventually, the amount of dilution 
became so great that the term came 
to refer to a lotion or wash, In 
comparatively modern times, the 
word finally achieved its current 
meaning—eye wash.

A Beginning 


The TOWNSMAN has done a lot of talking in the past 
two years about what a giant step Andover could take 
toward the revitilization of its business district and to 
the preservation of its village image if it would replant 
Main Street with trees. 

So it is no more than appropriate that the first tree to 
be planted along side our main thoroughfare be the gift of 
the Andover TOWNSMAN and its publisher, Irving E.

To the Editor of the TOWNSMAN 

The President of the United 
States continues to squander the 
treasure of this country in a war 
which never should have started, 
If our State Department had been 
true to our own traditions of free= 
dom and realized that Vietnam had 
the right to cease being a French 
colony, we would now have a friend= 
ly buffer state on the border of 
China, Instead, we financed the 
French in their attempts to regain 
a colony that they had already sure 
rendered, and we turned against 
the very Vietnamese who fought 
beside our OSS, Subsequently, we 
supported a succession of weak 
governments so unpopular that they 
could not maintain control over 
South Vietnam even with the large 
amount of material aid we 
gave their army, Two years ago, 
one month after taking his oath of 
office, our President committed 
our sons to fighting in Vietnam, 
with the promise of success if he 
could enlarge the war and come 
mence bombing in the North, We 
have now increased our forces 25= 
fold in men and even more in 
material, and the President’s pro 
mise is farther away thanever, He 
does not realize that Vietnam will 
struggle to the death inthe defense 
of her territory, She knows too well 
the cost of submission to a foreign 
power, 

In the name of patriotism, we 
are asked to support these policies 
that have failed, to increase the 
commitment of our sons and our

enlarging the war,

he added, is the possibility that the 
“*day is not too far off when firee 
fighters will be required to stand 
a tour of duty and not permitted to 
sleep,’* The manager said that 
should this day come, the vacated 
sleeping quarters ina public safety 
building could be used for a number 
of purposes by both departments, 

Bowen explained afterward that
